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4. Disqualification :^No person, 

(a) who ha s entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall bo eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marri¬ 
age and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 


5. Power to relax :•—Where the Central Government is Of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. It 
may, by order for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, re¬ 
lax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persona. 

6. Saving :—Nothing in these rules shall affect' reserva¬ 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes, ex-servicemen and other special categories Of per¬ 
sons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

(c) “Certificate of Authorisation” means a certificate 
issued under tire provisions of the General Grad¬ 
ing and Marking Rules, 1988 authorising a person 
or a body of persons to glade and mark Soybeans 
with the grade designation marks ; 

(d) “Soybean” means the seeds obtained from the 
plant botanically known as Glycine max (Li and 
Glycine sojn of the leguminesae family. 

(e) “Schedule” means a schedule appended to these 
rules. 

3. Grade Designations.—The grade designations to indicate 
the quality of Soybeans are as set out in column 1 of Sche¬ 
duled. 

4. Definition of Quality.—The quality indicated by the grade 
designations is as set out against each grade designation In 
column (2) to (9) of Schedule-l. 

5. Grade Designation Mark.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of a label specifying name of the commodity. 
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grade designation and bearing a design consisting of an out¬ 
line map of India with the word “AGMARK" and figure of 
the rising son with the words “Produce of India" and “wr-fT/V 
resembling the one as set out in Schedule-II.

(a) Variety or trade description, 

(b) Place of packing, 

(c) Date of packing, 

(d) Net weight, 

(c) Name and address of the packer. 

(3) The authorised packer may, after obtaining the prior 
approval or the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any other 
officer authorised by him in this behalf, mark his privato trade 
marks on the container in a manner approved by the said 
officer, provided that the private trade marks do not represent 
a quality or grade of Soybeans different from that indicated by 
the grade designation mark affixed to the container in accor¬ 
dance with these rules.

G-.S.R. 418.—Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Creamery Butter Grading and Marketing Rules, 1941 
were published, as required by section 3 of the Agricultural 
Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (I of 1937) under 
the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Department of Rural Development No. F. 
45011/1 /90-M.l dated the 28th June, 1991 .as GSR 422 on 
pages 1761-66 of the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, 
Sub-section (i) dated the 20th July, 1991 inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected there¬ 
by, before the expiry of the period of forty five days from 
the dale on which copies of the Gazette containing the said 
notification are made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made avail¬ 
able to the public on 24th July, 1991; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received front 
the public in respect of the said draft rules have been con¬ 
sidered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 3 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely :— 

RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Creamery Butter Grading 
and Marking (Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

2. In the Creamery Butler Grading and Marking Rules, 
1941, (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), rule 2 shall 
be renumbered as rule 2A thereof and before rule 2A so 
renumbered, the following rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

“2. Definitions :—In this rule unless the context other¬ 
wise requires ;— 

(1) /Agricultural Marketing Adviser’ means the Agri¬ 

cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government 
of India; 

(2) ‘Authorised Packer' means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a Certificate of 
Authorisation to grade and mark the commodity in 
accd r dance with the grade standards and procedure 
prescribed under these rules: 

(3) ‘Certificate of Authorisation’ means a certificate in 
prescribed proforma issued under the General Gra¬ 
ding and Marking Rules, 1988, authorising a per¬ 
son or body of persons to grade and mark the 
commodity with the grade designation marks; 

(4) ‘Schedule’ means a schedule appended to these 
rules.” 

3. For sub-rules (1) and (2) of rule 3 of the said rules, the 
following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“The quality indicated by each grade designation shall 
be as set out in columns 2 to 6 of Schedule I.” 

4 . For rule 4 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 

substituted, namely :— 

“4. Grade designation marks :—The grade designation 
marks shall consist of,— 

(i) A label specifying name of the commodity, grade 
designation and bearing a design consisting of 
an outline map of India with the word 
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‘AGMARK* and the figure of rising son with 
the words “Produce of India” and ‘toiTOTOiTO cdTr?’ 
resembling llie one as set out in Schedule II, or 

(iij Agmark replica consisting of a design incorpora¬ 
ting the number of certificate of a authorisation, 
the word ‘AGMARK’ name of the commodity 
grade designation and resembling the one a s set 
out in Schedule II A : 

Provided that use of Agmark replica in lieu of Ag¬ 
mark labels will be allowed only to such autho¬

(b) after sub-rule (3) the following sub-rules shall be 
added, namely :— 

“(4) The sizes of packing shall be as prescribed in the 
relevant instructions; 

(5) The containers shall not be composed, whether 

wholly or in part, of any poisonous or deleterious 
substance which renders the contents injurious to 
health ; 

(6) The containers shall be free from: insect infesta¬ 

tion, fungus contamination or any obnoxious and 
undesirable smell; ^ 

(7) Each package shall contain butter of one grade 

designation only. Small packs of 10 gms. chip- 
lets containing material of the same churn and 
bearing Agmark Replica may be packed in a 
large container, provided that the large contai¬ 
ners shall be packed, sealed and marked in fhe 
prescribed manner.” 

6. For rule 6 of the said rules, following rule shall be

G.S.R. 419.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 'sec¬ 
tion 6A, read with sub-section (1) of Section 7 of the Emp¬ 
loyees’ Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 
1952 (19 of 1952), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following scheme further to amend the Employees’ 
Family Pension Scheme, 1971, namely ;— 

1. (1) This Scheme may be called the Employees’ Family 
Pension (Amendment) Scheme, 1992. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2, In the Employees’ Family Pension Scheme, 1971,' 

(i) in paragraph 9, in sub paragraph (1)— 

(a) after the words and figure “under section 6 of 

the Act”, the words and figure "or under the 
rules of the provident fund of the establishment 
which is exempted under either sec. 17(1) (a) or 
17(1 )(b) of the Act or whose employees are 
exempted under cither paragraph 2j, dr 27A of 
the Employees’ Provident Fund Scheme, 1952" 
shall be inserted; ana 

(b) after the words “employer to the Family Pension 

Fund”, the words ‘within fifteen days of Jhe 
close of every month” shall be inserted. 

(iii) Li paragraph 15,— 

(a) in sub-paragraph (1), after the words “consoli¬ 
dated return’’, the words “in such form as the 
Commissioner may specify" shall be inserted. 

(b) for sub-paragraph (2), the following subpara¬ 
graph shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(2) Every employer shall send to the Commis¬ 
sioner within fifteen days of the close of each 
month a return, in such form as the Commis¬ 
sioner may specify, of the employees; 

(a) qualifying to become members of the Family Pen¬ 
sion Fund for the first time during the preceding 
month together with declaration in Form 2fEPF) 
furnished by such qualifying employees; and 

(b) leaving service of the employer during the pre¬ 

ceding month : 

Provided that if there is no employee qualifying to 
become member of the fund for first time or 
Ihere is no employee leaving service of the emp¬ 
loyer during the preceding month, the employer 
shall send a 'NIL’ return. 

(c) after sub-paragraph (2) so substituted, the fol¬ 
lowing sub-paragraphs shall be inserted, namely; 
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"(2A) Every employer shall send to the Commis¬ 
sioner within twenty five days of the close of 
the month, a monthly abstract in such form as 
the Commissioner may specify showing, inter- 
sliu, the aggregate amount of recoveries made 
from the wages of all the members and the 
amount contributed by the employer In res¬ 
pect of such members. The employer shall 
maintain in his rccvord, duplicate copies of the 
Annual Contribution Statement for production 
at the time of inspection by an Inspector. 


(a) convicted for the murder or abetting in the 

murder of the member, he shall be debarred 
from receiving Family Pension and Life As¬ 
surance benefit which shall be payable or 
other eligible members if any, of the family 
of the member; or

(2B) Every employer shall send to the Commis¬ 
sioner within one month of the close of the 
period of cutrency, a consolidated Annual Con¬ 
tribution Statement, in such form as the Com¬ 
missioner may specify, showing the total 
amount of recoveries made during the period 
of currency from the wages of each member 
and the total amount contributed by the emp¬ 
loyer in respect of each such member for the 
said period together with contribution cards. 
The. employer shall maintain in his record, dup¬ 
licate copies of the Annual Contribution State¬ 
ment for production at the time of Inspection 
by an Inspector, 

(ii) after paragraph 14, the following paragraph shall 

be inserted, namely ;— 

14-A Currency of Contribution Cards : The contri¬ 
bution cards issued under this Scheme sTiall be 
current for one year : 

Provided that the said period of one year may com¬ 
mence and terminate at such different time in 
in different factories or any other establish¬ 
ment, as may be decided by the Commissioner 
from time to time : 

Provided further that the cards issued,— 

(a) in respect of the first contribution period; of 

(b) in respect of the contribution period imme¬ 
diately preceding the date from which the 
establishment is notified as an annually posted 
established, may be for a period which may 
be less or more than a year.” 


(v) after paragraph 40, the following paragraph shall be 

inserted, namely ;— 

“41, Punishment for failure to submit return etc :— 
if any person, 

(a) debucts or altends to deduct from he wages 
or other remuneration of the member, the 

whole or any part of the employer's contribu¬ 
tion, 

<b) fails to refuses to submit any return, state¬ 
ment or other document required by the 

Scheme or submits a false return, statement of 
other documents, or makes a false declaration, 
or 

(c) obstructs any Inspector or other official ap¬ 
pointed under the Act or thi$ Scheme in the 
discharge of his duties or fails to produce 
any record for inspection by such Inspector 
or other official, or 

(d) is guilty of contravention of or non-compliance 
with any other requirement of this Scheme, 
he shall be punishable with imprisonment 
which may extend to one year or with fine 
which may exlend to four thousand rupees or 
with both.’’

G.S.R. 420.-—In exorcise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 6 C, read with sub-section (11 of section 7 of the Emp¬

paragraph shall be inserted namely :— 

“(lA) Every employer shall send to the Commissioner 
within fifteen days of the close of each month, a 
return in such from as the Commissioner may 
specify of the employees,— 

(a) qualifying to become members of the insurance 

Fund, for the first time during the preceding month 
together with the certified copies of nomination 
made by each such qualifying employee, and 

(b) leaving service of the employer during the prece¬ 

ding month. 

Piovided that if there is no employee qualifying to 
become a member of the Insurance Fund for the 
first time or there is no employee leaving the ser¬ 
vice of the employer, during the preceding month, 
the employer shall send a ‘NIL’ return; 

(IB) Every employer shall send to the Commissioner, 
within twenty five days of the close of the month, 
in such form as he may specify, a monthly abst¬ 
ract showing, inter-alia, the aggregate amount of 
wages of all the members on which contribution 
are payable and the employers contribution in res¬ 
pect of all such members for the month!" 

(ii) in paragraph 23, after sub-paragraph (3) and before 

the Explanation, the following sub-paragraph sfiall 

be inserted, namely 

‘(4) If a person who i s eligible to receive assurance 
Scheme benefit of the deceased member In terms 
of sub-paragraph (1) (2) or (3) is charged wifH the 


offence of murdering the membet or for abetting 
in the commission of such an offence, his claim 
to receive assurance benefit shall remain suspended 
till the conclusion of the criminal proceedings ins¬ 
tituted against him. If on the conclusion of the 
criminal proceedings, the person concerned is :— 

(a) convicted for the murder or abetting in the mur¬ 
der of the member, he shall be debarred from 
receiving his share of deposit linked assurance 
benefit which shall be payable to other eligible 
members of any of the family or 

lb) acquitted of the charge of murdering or abetting 
in the murder of the member, hig share shall be 
payable to him. 

(lii) after the existing paragraph 28, the following para¬ 
graph shall be inserted, namely ;— 

“29. Punishment lot failure to submit returns etc.—If 
any person,— 

(a) deducts or attempts to deduct from the wages or 

other remuneration of a member the whole or any 
part of the employer’s contribution, or 

(b) fails or refuses to submit any return, statement or 

other documents required by this Scheme or sub¬ 
mits a false return, statement or other documents, 
or makes a false declaration, or 

(c) obstructs any Inspector or other official appointed 

under the Act or this Scheme in the discharge of 
his duties or fails to produce any record for ins¬ 
pection by such Inspector or other official, or 

(d) is guilty of contravention of or non-compliance with 

any other requirements of this Schome, he shall 
be punishable with imprisonment which may ex¬ 
tend to one year or with tine which may extend 
to four thousand rupees, or with both.”
